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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed changes have been reviewed but the effect is not conclusive. The Independent claims need a 
result that Is a practical application. Such result must be "outputted" to something else. Further, such output must not be so general as to 
preempt the ideas. "A principle, in the abstract, is a fundamental truth: an original cause, a motive: these cannot be patented, as no one 
can claim in either of them an exclusive right." Funk Bros. Seed Co. v. Kalo Inoculant Co., 333 U.S. 127, 132, 76 USPQ 280, 282 (1948). 
Accordingly, one may not patent every "substantial practical application" of an Idea, law of nature or natural phenomena because such a 
patent "in practical effect be a patent on the [idea, law of nature or natural phenomena Itself]." Gottschalk v. Benson, 409 U.S. 63, 71-72, 
175 USPQ 673, m676 (1972). While the applicant's intentions in the proposed amendments are good, the effort does not go far enough to 
resolve the preemption issue. Further, the actuator antecedent problem remains . 
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
